The indicated allowability of claim 12 is withdrawn in view of the further 
consideration of the reference(s) to Rodgers. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 1 , 15, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent 5,364,053 to Rodgers. Rodgers discloses an apparatus (56) comprising: a 
retaining structure (66) including an eyelet (68) sized for receiving a fastener (54) that is 
capable of being secured to a cap; securing structure (@58 and in Fig. 3) connected to the 
retaining structure; in which the retaining structure further includes a coil; and the securing 
structure is a loop with a closure mechanism. Based on the material of the hanger and the 
size of the interior of the cap, and since the cap is not a positively cited as an element of 
the claimed invention in claim 1 1 , Rodgers is fully capable of secured within the interior of 
the cap using friction to releasably engage the interior of the cap when the apparatus is 
installed in the cap.
